Cleveland, Aug. 14—It is now known 


that two men 
in addition to Victor 


Kaufman were suffocated in the water 


works tunnel. 
The names are un- 


known. This makes the death list 11. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 14.—Fire 
from 


an unknown source broke out in the 
new water works crib early this morn- 


ing. The crib is three miles out in tlie 
lake and before tugs could 
come to 


the rescue, three rvere drowned and 
eight burned to death or suffocated. 


Twenty-two 
were 
rescued 
badly 


burned and

to 
the hospital. 


Some of these will die. 


Sixty men were at work in the wat- 


er works tunnel at the crib in two 
shifts. Those (burned or rescued were 
asleep in the crib when the fire broke 
out. The other thirty at work ia the 
tunnel are now entombed there as the 
escape is cut off by the fire. Sliould 
the air continue pure enough in the 
tunnel to sustain life they may yet be 
alive. 
If not, they too, are dead. A 


rescue party will go down to tnem as 
soon as possible.
